Climate For Consumption, 


Climate is an important matter in the 


treatment of consumption. 
Moist, irri- 


tating air, dust, sudden changes of tem- 
perature, in short, all the conditions which 
predispose persons to this disease, are also 
to be dreaded as promoting its continuance. 
Removal from such conditions to a place 
where the air is dry, pure, equable, free 
from wind and dust>—this sometimes acts 
like magic. The progress of the malady is 
staid, even if the patient j« not radically 
cured. 


But, except at certain seasons of the year, 


placas where such conditions prevail are 
not easy to find, and furthermore are sel- 
dom easy of access. The change may in- 
volve the invalid's removal to a long dis- 
tance, with inevitable exposures to hurra by 
the way, and on that account alone a 
change of climate may be impracticable. 


Before sending from home a person in 


delicate health, no matter what the disease, 
friends should take careful account of the 
question how many of the comforts of homa 
the patient is likely to miss iu his new 
quarters. If be is liable to be poorly looked 
after, to become homesick, or in any way 
made unhappy, he will probably be better 
off to remain where he is. There he will b9 
at least sure of good nursing, proper food 
and cheerful surroundings. 


But if he is to stay at home let every 


care be titkcu to make the house, or that 
part of it winch hs occupies, conform as 
nearlv as possible In .«l*i».nHn«$i« »i>.tr,MB 
evenness of temperature, to the ideal out of 
door climate to which it is found impracti- 
cable to send him. It is one of the princi- 
ple duties of a physician to instruct fami- 
lies hon- to do fhia,— youth's Companion.

irrigation 
fields reappears 
from drains 


placed at a few feet deep, in a limpid state 
like spring water. This water, unlike that 
of sewers, proves remarkably favorable to 
fishes, probably because of its dissolved or- 
ganic matter, which the filtration in the soil 
has not wholly removed. This fact has been 
observed by Herr Oesten on the irrigation 
farm at Malchow, near Berlin, where the 
water is collected in eight ponds, and in 
these ponds salmon and carp have flourish- 
ed greatly.— London Nature. 


AD Old Road For Cattle, 


The most famous of the old cattle roads 


was the "Chishohn trail." It was named 
after John Chisbolm, an eccentric frontier 
stockman, who was the first to drive over 
it. Chisholm lived at Piflis, Tex., was a 
bachelor and had many thousand head of 
cattle ou the ranges iu the southern part of 
the state. 


From 200 to 400 yards wide, beaten into 
uttto caiiiii, ib i tMKtica u \ ct uiii una tnrougn 
valley for over 600 miles (including its 
southern extension), a chocolate baud amid 
thegreen prairies, uniting the north and 
the south. As the marching hoofs wore it 
down and the wind blew and the waters 
washed the earth away, it became lower 
than the surrounding country and was 
flanked by little banks of sand, drifted 
there by the wind. Bleaching skulls and 
skeletons of weary brutes who bad perished 
on the journey gleamed along its borders, 
and here and there was a low mound show- 
ing where some cowboy had literally "died 
with his boots on." Occasionally a dilapi- 
dated wagon frame told of the breakdown, 
and spotting the emerald reaches on either 
side were the barren circlelike "bedding 
grounds," each a record that a great herd 
had there spent a night. 


The weight of an empire passed over the 


trail, leaving its mark for decades to come. 
The traveler of today sees the wide trough 
like course, with ridges being washed down 
by the wins and with fences and farms of 
the settlers and the more pivjljued red men 
intercepting its track and forgets the wild 
and arduous life of which it was the ex 
ponent. It was a life now outgrown, aud 
which will never again be possible.— Scrib- 


The Singing Statues of Meinnon, 


I have searched far and wide for some- 


thing like an elaborate description of the 
collossi of Memnon, otherwise known aa the 
singing and talking statues of Munition, j 
Eastern travelers, as a rule, almost entirely , 
ignore the subject, or, if they do happen to. 
allude to these present day wonders and 
pldtime miracles, give very unsatisfactory 
accounts of them. 


The easternmost of the two sitting colossi 


is the "vocal Memnon" of the old Konmn 
accounts, which was said to praise the aun 
On bis regular appearance. The statues are 
both exactly alike as far as size and compo- 
sition are concerned, measuring 18 feet 3 
inches, 10 feet 6 inches from the top of the 
shoulders, 17 feet 9 inches from the elbow 
to the tips of the flngei s, and 9 feet 8 inches 
from tha knee to the sole of the foot. The 
thrones upon which these gigantic statues 
sit are ornamented with a figure of the god 
Nilus, who is represented as binding plants 
around the name of the pharaoh which the 
colossi represent. The singing statue issaid 
to have risen to its f tot and groaned several 
times just before the great earthquake 
Louis Republic. 


Pacer Against Locomotive.

The Number of Lines Shakespeare's Cliar 


scters Have to Say. 


Some tables published in England by L, 


M. Griffiths, giving the number of line! 
spoken by each character in Shakespeare's 
plays, furnish a basis for sundry interesting 
comparisons and contrasts. 


The leading male characters have mud 


more to say than their female counterparts 
As might have been guessed, Hamlet is bj 
far the most loquacious— using the word in 
this arithmetical sense— of the men. Hii 
share in the dialogue is 1,509 lines— the lines 
In the tables being those of The Globe edi 
tion, and paits of lines at beginning and 
end of speeches being counted as whoh 
hnes. Next to the royal Dane come Rich 
ard III with 1,161 lines, and lago follows 
hard upon with 1,117. Henry V, in the 
"magnificent monologue" of a play named 
from him, speaks 1,063 lines. 


These four characters are the only onei 


that have moi e than a thausaud lines apiece. 
At soni-a<"'-once behind therr comes Othpllr 
,-iuu 1388, Conolanus witii 886, tEe DuKe, in 
"Measure For Measure," with 880 and Ti 
mou with 803. Antony, in "Antony and 
Cleopatra," is the only other man with 
more than SOO, his reckoning being 829. Be- 
tween 600 aud TOO we find Lear (770), Rich 
ard II (755), Brutus, in "Julius Cajsar," 
(727), Falstaff, in "2 Henry IV" (719), Titus 
Andronicus (718) and Macbeth (705), and 
between 700 and 600, fat Jack again, in "1 
Henry IV," (688), Leontes M81), Proaperc 
(665), Biron (027), Romeo (GW) and Prince 
Henry, in "1 Henry IV," (816). The others 
above 500 are Menenius (598), Petruchio 
(585), Hotspur (568), theKlng, in "Hamlet," 
(551), Troilus (541), Philip Faulconbridge 
(522) and Cassius (307). 


Among the women there are but five who 


exceed the limit of 500 lines. I should have 
guessed Portia would be first, but her 58£ 
lines are surpassed by Rosalind's 749, Cle- 
opatra's 670 and Imogen's 596. Juliet baa 
641. Between 400 and SOO we find only Hel- 
ena of ''All's Well" (479) and Isabella (426). 
The others above 800 are Desdemona (889), 
Katherine of Aragou (37A Mistress Page 
(3fil), Viola (SB3), Paulina (331), Julia in the 
"Two Gentlemen of Verona" (323), Olivia 
(321), the Queen iu "3 Henry VI" (317), Vo- 
lumnla (315), Cressida (812), Beatrice (309), 
the Countess in "All's Well" (308) and Cella 
<304). 


It will be noted that only 20 of the ladies! 


have more than 800 lines each, while 21 of 
their lords exceed GOO, and Rosalind, who 
leads all the rest of her sex by 79 lines, doeg 
not talk half aa much as Hamlet. Some of 
the famous female characters have surpris- 
ingly little to say, as Miranda (143), Per- 
diti (1381 aud Cordelia (115). 
Kate tht 


shrew, though very sharp of tongue, uses 
the unruly member only to the extentof 220 
lines, inclusive ot her long lecture of M 
lines to her untamed sisters in the lost 
scene. Lady Macbeth has but 261 Hues and 
Hermoine but 211.— English Critic.

THE rHOLLEY ORDINANCE. 


The 7 rolley ordinance was presented 


to Count il ut its last meeting by the 
commiti ee having the matter in charge 
!* is a lengthy document and bears 
evideuci of careful preparation and 
much thought and study by the com- 
mittee ind its legal advisers. 
Its 


conditions regulate every side of the 
subject, its restrictions are numerous 
and soniuwhat formidable to any com- 
pany tb it elects to come to town under 
its stipulations, and if any company 
accepts the terms laid down in the or- 
dinance the people of Bristol can rest 
assured that the rights of the borough 
will be most thoroughly protected and 
maintained 


It is i minently proper that the safe- 


guards to the occupancy of the streets 
ehiould be entirely sufficient to protect 
our citi/enn in their free and uninter- 
rupted use, but care should be taken 


posed to the introduction of improved 
methods of conveyance that would re- 
sult to the permanent advantage of 
the borough. 


It should be kept in mind that the 


people of Bristol want the trolley. 
They aic not fighting to keep it out. 
They will welcome the day of its ad- 
vent hi re 
They recogm/e the fact 


that th< trolley will be an aid to the 
further progress of the town. They 
see that it will bring business and at 
the sam< time be a great convenience. 
The legislation they want in the mat- 
ter is not prohibitory legislation, but 
the establishment of such conditions 
and restrictions as con be accepted by 
the companies that propose to do busi- 
ness heic. While they know that the 
bnmugU of Bristol htis bopn vpry kmrl 
to such (orporations as the Bristol Gas 
Light Co , the Bristol Water Co , the 
Bristol Ulectric Light and Power Co , 
and the Telephone Co. in granting 
them the right to use the streets with 
little 01 no restriction therefor, they 
recogm/e the fact that these corpora- 
tions an 
all public conveniences and 


necessities, and while some additional 
restrictions could have been complied 
with b> the various companies tha' 
obtained the privileges of ths streets 
in the borough, without much loss or 
inconvenience, yot with possibly one 
exception no reasonable complaint can 
be urged against them.

nnc their proper or improper care, or 
entire neglect, is that part of munici- 
>al aamitiisiraUon wincli most ciosuiy | 
touches the daily life of the people 
Belonging as the streets of the bor- 
ough do to the public, for public use, 
f it be proper at all to grant ex- 
clunve privileges therein or thereon 
;o .my individual or corpoiation, such 
jri'ilegps should only be granted tin- 
ier and subject, at all tirne«, to the 
laramount right of the public to tlia 
?rec and unobstructed use and enjoy- 
ment of said highways, which carries 
with it the ught of the people, through 
their representatives, to the control of 
;he same. 


The question of requiring a money 


jnv ment in retui 11 for privileges grant- 
id, either by a license on cars or by a 
tax on gross receipts, has been care- 
'ully considered by the committee, but 
without satisfactory result. The rer- 
enue from licenses, unless tbe tax 
weie made almost prohibitory, would 
>ring in but little, while tbe charge 
would operate as an inducement to 
run only as few cars as possible ; and 
the percentage tax under existing con- 
ditions would be bard to reach, as it 
would be nearly impossible to distin- 
guish with any degree of accuracy be- 
:wteu the amounts received for fares 
within the borough and those received 
without corporation limits. 
The only 


solution of the problem, so far as your 
committee could decide, was to place 
;he companies under obligations to 
aerr a share of tbe expense of mainte- 
nance and renewal of those streets 
which they might be permitted to oo 
copy. 


Klectric locomotion is a rapidly de- 


veloping art and endeavor has been 
made iu the general ordinance to pro- 
vide for the use in the future of that 
safer and less annoying form of elec- 
trio propulsion that will, in all proba- 
bility, 'ere many years, take tbe place 
of the unsightly and often dangerous 
trolley. 
The overhead system has, 


however, been acquiesced in for the 
prisent, as it is the only plan now 
economically available. 
nhe committee, although delayed by 


sickness and death in the family of 
one or two members, has lost little 
time in considering the matter re- 
ferred to it, but it has been com- 
pelled to move deliberately, the sub> 
ject being one of such great import- 
ance, and whatever legislation it might 
propose not being only for to-day, or 
for next year, but affecting the inter- 
ests of the borough for years to come, 
po.sibly long after we, and our acts 
and deeds, have been forgotten. 
The 


accompanying ordinance is unanimous- 
ly submitted by the committee, with 
a favorable recommendation, not as 
perfection, but as an earnest endeavor

People talk about it although they d< 
not write much about it.

only talk about it but they expect it 
Expectation, however, may not dwel 
with every one, nor does every one 
desire the trolley. The spirit of apa- 
thy, of opposition to change, of 
tented adhesion to the old order''p 
affairs, is very different from the spirit 
of progress and improvement. In the 
long run the spirit of progress is sure 
to prevail, the march of improvement 
knows no halt. Obstacles may retard; 
they cannot always hinder. 


It would be unusual for any import- 


ant change to command universal fa- 
vor. Any marked improvement creeps 
at first, like an infant, it does not fly 
to success on the wings of public ap- 
probation. The introduction of a new 
thing, even if that new thing be 
large contribution to the advantage 
and facility of daily living, almost in 
evitably finds barriers with which to 
contend. 
If tbe moon were the only- 


source of natural light, judging by the 
habitual tendency of human nature, 
some there are who would oppose the 
introduction of an improvement in the 
guise of a brighter luminary 
Im- 


provement is fated to fight its way 
Progress must ever contend for its 
triumphs. 


The objections to the trolley,whether 


they be real or imaginary, ought to be 
respected for their basis of sincerity, 
and for the merits and force which 
they may possess. There may be great 
difficulty in proving that they out- 
weigh the arguments in its favor. 
Neither the objections nor the argu- 
ments need be reiterated at this late 
day, for the period of controversy now 
gives place to tbe time for action. 


Let me venture tbe prediction—al- 


though it is never safe to predict be- 
fore the fact—that when the trolley 
cars make their cheery advent on our

like affirmative proof. Reality sweeps 
away in a trice all the chaff of senti- 
ment.

same selfishness, taking a material

If the trolley is feasible, let it come

How or why this occurs physi- 


ologists are yet iu doubt. That it does oc- 
cur every one knows. 


The results of engorgement with blood of 


any particular organ are generally under- 
stood. Muscular rheumatism occurs when 
the miiBcles are attacked, bronchitis when 
it falls upon the delicate membrane o£ the 
bronchial tubes, and more serious maladies 
when it, attacks more vital organs. The 
"cold settled" is the old fashioned term on 
this or that vital organ, and it aptly de- 
scribes the condition. Of course there must 
be some physical reason for such selection, 
but the causes are so obscure, except in a 
most general manner, the doctors are una- 
ble to assign them. 


Congestion of any organ may result in 


several ways. Sometimes it subsides, slow- 
ly or quickly, as tbe case may be. Some- 
times it continues and forms what is known 
as u chronic case, with permanent dilation

Cars of every description are much heavier 
than they were 1 ormerly, aud their capacity 
is greater.

Today it is from 60,000 to 
80,000 pounds, and indeed a few cats have 
been built that .rill carry 100,000 pounds of 
freight. A 80-ton engine was regarded as 
of fair size somt years ngo, but we see them 
now weighing 80, 70 and 80 tons.
